Canada’s Arctic Islands 


A SK an ordinary Canadian to name the 
islands forming Canada’s possessions 
within the Arctic Circle, and unless he has 
had express reason to remember them he 
could not do so. Yet as a possession the 
large archipelago tapering northwards 
towards the pole has been on the records 
of this nation for a long time 
interesting, therefore, to see that a m 
practical realization of these a is 
taking a firmer hold in official circles at 
Ottawa One such evidence, and there 
has been a growing number in recent 
years, was the return the other day of 
a field mission which examinéd some 
100,000 square miles in the Queen Eliza- 
beth islands, part of the chain 


They found that there is no point in 
the archipelago which cannot be reached 
by sustained helicopter service throughout 
the summer; free from the break-up of 
ice or other ocean drawbacks, but subject 
to intense fog at times. The expedition, 
which spent months in the Arctic, came 
back with three tons of ore and other 
samples, specimens now being analysed 


to round out the geological picture. These 
included coal, gypsum, and other speci- 
mens taken sometimes from large open 
deposits. Members of the party were 
within 600 miles of the north pole at one 
point. Helicopters were used for getting 
in and out, and for much of the actual 
movement at the scene. 

Fleven federal geologists were in the 
party, which altogether embraced a per- 
sonnel of 30 men. While the main purpose 
was not geology, the geologists in the 
group made the most of the opportunity 
and brought back something to show for 
it. Cartographers, meteorologists, physi- 
cists and others will have something to 
add to their knowledge as a result of this 
adventure. Most useful of all, perhaps, 
will be the fact that the Queen Elizabeth 
islands have been examined by competent 
observers at first hand, and this much 
added to the sum of the data respecting 
Canada's little-known arctic domain. Heli- 
copters, incidentally, proved to be the 
easiest and cheapest means of getting 
about.
